THE DRUG WAR. 


Chicago Pharmactets im Enter the 

Field as Manufacturers. 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, Feb. 15.—A local paper 
says that a factory for the making of 
remedies similar in nature to the pro- 
prietary medicines now on the market 
is to be started by Chicago retail drug- 


gists. A majority of the city pharma- |. 


cists are interested, and they hope to 
drive the patent-medicine makers 
from the field. Hereafter, when a man 
wants a dose to “cure that headache,” 
and asks for the remedy usually taken, 
his druggists will tell him that he 
would much better take something 
not only “just as good,” but scientifi- 
cally better, because it has been com- 
pounded by a committee of physiciang 
and druggists of the highest repvta- 
tion. The same thing will be told the 
man who wants a blood-purifier or a 
plaster. 

More than four hundred retail drug- 
gists of Chicago have combined to 
fight in a practical way the cutting 
of the prices of drugs and medicines 
by department stores, and to combat 
at the same time the sale of medicines 
by the manufacturers and wholesale 
deslers to these stores. The retail 
druggists* have formed recently the 
United States Pharmaceutical Com- 
pany and have issued stock to the 
amount of $20,000, almost all of which 
has been taken up by prominent 
pharmacists of this city. 

The formation of the company was 
the outgrowth of a recommendation 
made by the Illinois Pharmacists’ As- 
sociation. The members of that asso- 
ciation said that nothing could be done 
to check the cutting in prices and that 
the druggists must strike out for them- 
selves and enter the field as manu- 
facturers. As a result, 250 of the re- 
tailers of Chicago met and fomed a 
company. In two weeks more than 
one hundred and fifty Chicago names 
have been added to those of the or- 
ganizers and from the State at large 
100 more have come. 


PEOPLE IN GLASS HOUSES 


AN UNKIND EDITORIAL FROM A 
SPANISH SOURCE. 


The United States Should Put Down 
Lynching Before it Talks About 
Humanity Elsewhere—Recall of 
Caw pos—Man nix en. 


{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—A special to 
the World from London says that ad- 
vices from Madrid do not indicate any 
great excitement in Spain's capital over 
the Cuban resolution before the United 
States Congress. The leading newspa- 
per says: “It is not for the United 


States government to give Spain les-| 


sons in humanity. Those who live in 
glass houses should not throw stones. 


Let the United, States government put 


down lynching before it reads us our 
duty to the Cuban insurgents.” . 

The recall of Gen. Campos is shrewdly 
suspected to be at the personal initia- 
tive of the Yueen Regent. Campos is 
the only general upon whom ‘loyalty to 
the present dynasty can unhesttatingly 
rely in the event of the loss of Cuba 
giving rise to political disturbances at 
home. 

It is useless to try to conceal the 
fact that Spaniards would be unani- 
mous in resenting foreign interference, 
whatever the consequences might be. 
They look upon the preservation of the 
colonial empire in, America as not only 
an essential and patriotic matter, but 
as-a.qusetion of vital importance for 
their trade, their industries, their agri- 
culture, their capitalists and their 
financial and politcal prosperity in sn 
old world. 

That they will make a 
stand to retain their hold upon Cuba 
there can be no doubt. The whole tone 
of their press, of their political, fira- 
cial and military circles, and even of 
popular demonstrations, show that 
neither the government nor the re- 
gency and monarchy can recede from 
the attitude taken without risk to 
their prestige, nay, very existence. 

Young Churchill, writing in this 
week’s Saturday Review, of his re- 
cent experience with the Spanish armv 
in Cuba, maintains that the success 
of the revolution would be unfortunate 
for the rest of the world. 

MANNIX EXPELLED. 

‘HAVANA, Feb. 15.—A 
numerous bands command by ‘one 
well-known insurgent leader, Serafin 
Sanchez are coming westward, and 
they are now in the immediate vicinity 
of the province of Havana, is con- 
firmed.

PULLED TOO SOON. 


A Youthful Hunter Kills a Com- 
panion Near Redding.

REDDING, Feb. 15.— This morning 
three boys living in the neighborhood 
of the Enterprise school district, about 
three miles from Redding, named Clem 
and Arnold Thompson and Jerry Staub, 
aged 15, 9 and 13 respectively. went 
hunting. Clem had a 22-caliber Win- 
chester and Staub had a No. 32. 

When west of the river in the brush, 
they sat down, forming a sort of tri- 
angle. Clem had gotten a rag in his 
gun and was trying to get it out.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The attack 
on Secretary Morton for his refusal to 
expend the appropriation for seed in 
the present agricultural appropriation 
was transferred from the Senate to the 
House today, and furnished the feature 
of the proceedings in the lower House. 
It was led by Mr. Baker of New Hamp- 
shire, and was supported by Messrs. 
Moses and Livingston of Georgia, Boat- 
ner of Louisiana, and Meredith of Vir- 
ginia. Some very harsh things were 
said and applauded, especially by Mr. 
Boatner, who referred to Secretary 
Morton contemptuously as “that indi- 
vidual,” and not a voice was raised in 
his defense. 

The. general debate on the an 
tural Bill during the consideration of 
which the attack was made, was closed 
by adjournment. Several bills of minor 
importance were passed, and a resolu- 
tion was passed directing the Judiciary 
Committee to inquire into the right of 
an executive officer to refuse to exe- 
cute a law on the ground of its uncon-. 
stitutionality, and to report by bill or 
otherwise. This investigation grows out 
of Controller Bowler’s decision in the 
sugar-bounty cases. 

Mr. Ray of New York, in presenting 
the resolution, said that Mr. Bowler’s 
right to question the constitutionality 
of a law was admitted on all hands to 
be of doubtful legality. Mr. Terry, on 
the other hand, expressed the opinion 
that an executive officer executed an 
unconstitutional law at his peril.

The Transvaal imbroglio has been the 
absorbing topic during the last week, 
and the government’s declaration of 
its attitude in the Reichstag on Thurs- 
day, evoked, as was intended, a patri- 
otic demonstration on all sides of the 
house. The policy on foreign affairs, 
although displeasing to England, has 
been indorsed by the leaders of all fac- 
tions of the Conservative party. The 
representative of the Associated Press 
in this city has had interviews with 
several well-known party leaders, who 
have assured him that the Reichstag 
‘will stand by the government in any 
steps which it may take to maintain 
the statu quo in South Africa. The As- 
sociated Press represeniative also had 
an interview on the subject with a high 
official of the Foreign Office, who said: 
. “The official relations between Ger- 
many and Great Britain are good, but 
it cannot be denied that there is a 
strong suspicion that the British Cabi- 
net, or at least some of its. members, 
have been, and are still, playing a 
double game. The sudden departure of 
Cecil Rhodes for South Africa, and the 
attendant circumstances lend new color 
to this impression. Recent advices 
from South Africa indicate a resump- 
tion of British intrigues and affairs in 
that part of the world are gradually 
shaping themselves so ds to place be- 
fore Germany the alternative of aban- 
doning valuable interests for the sake 
of good relations with Great Britain or 
maintaining those interests at the risk 
of a rupture with Great Britain. The 
temper of the government and people 
: of Germany is to maintain the statu 

quo at any cost.” 

There ts no doubt that the foregoing 
utterances outline the attitude of the 
German government, which has heen 
considerably influenced by the repre- 
sentations of Dr. Leyds, the Secretary 
of State for the Transvaal, who has 
been striving to enlist German support 
for the South African Republic and 
complete the latter’s divorce from 
Great Britain, whose commercial in- 
terests would thereby be hampered to 
the advantage of Germany.

Leyds called during the week, ex- 
pressed full sympathy with the latter’s 
mission, and warmly lauded Emperor 
William’s action in sending a message 
to President Krueger congratulating 
him upon having suppressed Jameson’s 
of — ransvaal.

IN RBEECTRICITY. 


GREAT THINGS GOING ON IN THAT 
LINE OF EFFORT. 


The Utility of Storage-battery Trac- 
tion Assured—Edison and the 
Roentgen Rays—Connecting Ships 
with Land by Tclephone. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 15, 1896.—Edison, 
as everyone knows, is a tireless worker, 
and when he is not on the track of a 
great invention or a new development, 
his laboratory staff has to go on short 
allowance of sleep. Just now, they are 
said to be wondering whether, after 
all, a good deal of trouble might not 
have been saved to the world if Prof. 
Roentgen had not set it agog with his 
discovery of the cathodic ray phenom- 
ena, for Edison has been up of late al- 
most night and day, looking for a way 
either of utillang the discovery di- 
rectly, or of doing something to help 
some one else to do it. In the first in- 
tention he has so far failed, for, be- 
yond the uses already mentioned as 
likely to be made of the Roentgen rays, 
he sees no great advance for the pres- 
ent. In surgery, no doubt, important 
strides will soon be taken in the appli- 
cation of the new method of diagnosis, 
especially in brain and ear trouble, and 
Edison has made some careful experi- 
ments in brain photography, which are 
being eagerly discussed; but he thinks 
one of the first steps toward increasing 
the usefulness of cathodic photography 
is to so cheapen the apparatus by which 
it can be practiced, that any person of 
scientific tastes can set about experi- 
menting in this field, at a compara- 
tively small expenditure of money. So 
far, Cooke’s tubes, which were sup- 
posed to be necessary for reaching the 
best results in the Roentgen experi- 
ments have been quoted at about $60. 
Edison has been busying himself and 
has succeeded in turning an ordi- 
nary incandescent lamp bulb into 
a -miniature Crooke’s tube, which 
will serve many of the purposes of the 
investigator. He seals into the narrow 
end of a 16 c. p. bulb a wire carrying a 
disc of aluminum, five-eighths of an 
inch in diameter. To a wire passing 
into the thick part of the bulb he at- 
taches another aluminum disc, about 
one inch and three-eighths in diameter, 
which stands at right angles to the first 
disc. That is all; the bulb is then 
ready for experimentation. It costs 
about 50 cents, The current with which 
Edison is conducting many of his ex- 
periments is obtained from a 2 or 3-cell 
storage battery, passed through the 
induction coil. which would give a 
Spark across a, gap of about three 
inches, so that for 310 anyone can pur- 
chase a plant by which he may be- 
come an original inventor or great dis- 
coverer. What Edison has already 
shown of the permeability of different 
metals to the cathodic rays, as re- 
vealed by the use of the simple appa- 
ratus referred to, is of the greatest 
value and has excited universal atten- 
tion. There is now no hindrance to the 
prosecution of similar investigations in 
hundreds of laboratories where insuffi- 
ciency of equipment has deterred ex- 
perimenters from entering this fasci- 
nating field, and some remarkable de- 
velopments are likely to follow. While 
electricians are immensely interested 
in the work that is being done with 
these invisible rays from the negative 
end, a great many of them are con- 
vinced that the final outcome will be a 
great advance toward the efficient 
production of the direct light rays of 
these vacuum tubes, so that our 
lamps in the near future will simply 
be exhausted glass bulbs without any 
light-giving material of any descrip- 
tion,. the light being obtained by the 
electric vibration set up of the ether 
or air within them. 

STORAGE BATTERY TRACTION IN 
° SsIGHT. 

Herbert Loyd, in a lecture on recent 
improvements in America and Europe 
in the storage of electricity, says that 
the number of storage battery instal- 
lations being made in England is as- 
tonishing. Private house plants, run by 
gas or gasoline engines are met with ev- 
erywhere and central station batteries 


are going in as fast as central stations | 


are being built. The English have a 
high appreciation of American batter- 
ies, of which they are purchasing large 
consignments. Hitherto, the running 
of the storage battery railroad in Bir- 
mingham has given varying results. It 
is now equipped with American bat- 
teries, and the service is much more 
satisfactory to the public and profita- 
ble to the company. A new element, 
termed by experts “recuperation” has 
assumed great importance in storage 
battery car operation. It is found that 


a car, while descending a 10 per cent. 


grade, can recover 57 per cent. of the 
energy expended in ascending it; on 
a 4 per cent. grade a return of 42 per 
cent. is effected, and on a 2 per cent. 
grade, 23 per cent. The new electric 
line in the Isle of Man, equipped with 
a trolley system having a battery in 
the power-house, has an almost uni- 
form grade of 12 per cent. The car on 
this grade delivers back to the battery 
about 23 per cent. of the energy it con- 
sumes in ascending. This means a 
considerable economy. Great improve- 
ments are being made in the casting 
and recasting of grids, which reduce 
both the first cost and the operating 
cost of the installation. It is well 
known that in this country, patent liti- 
gation has long interfered with the 

rogress of the storage battery. Now, 
the incidental restrictions have in a 
great measure been removed, and the 
use of the storage battery for traction 
purposes is rapidly approaching a com- 
mercial stage. The question of electric 


vehicles,is attracting the attention of. 


the large carriage and bicycle manu- 
facturers, many of whom are now 
building such vehicles, and with a bat- 
tery such as is now produced, capable 
of very heavy discharges, and with 
good roads, the business prospect would 
appear promising. Storage battery 
plants for train lighting are found most 
successful, and their use is rapidly ex- 
tending. The use of elctric launches is 
also growing steadily in this country. 
The improvement in storage cells for 
this work is shown in the fact that 
the batteries on the launches which ran 
for three months at the Atlanta Expo- 
sition, did not cost one cent for repairs, 
which was not the case at the World’s 
Fair.

It is now proposed to give telephone 
service for the benefit of the crew and 
passengers to incoming ships as they 
approach the harbor. A light telephone 
cable would be run out a few miles 
toward the approaching Vessel. and 
connected with an instrument on board. 
Messages could immediately be sent to 
expectant friends or others on shore, 
and a duly-equipped drum would take 
up the slack of the cable as the ship 
neared her dock, on arrival of which 
the cable could be transhipped to the 
telephone boat. For shipwrecked ves- 
sels, it is proposed to attach a tele- 
phone line to the safety line carried 
by rocket, or otherwise, and let it be 
hauied on board, where connection 
would be made with ingtruments al- 
ready provided for such a contingency, 
or to have a small inagneto telephone 
packed up in a watertight case lashed 
to the connecting rope, be which it 
could be passed to the ship, where it 
would be available for :nmediate use. 
POLE-FINDING PAPER. 

The trouble brought about by a very 
small thing is very often out of all 
proportion to the apparent significance 
of the cause. A pole-finding appartus 
is a thing not very frequently necded 
by electrical engineers, but when it is 
wanted, it is wanted very badly. The 
old and cumbersome Jevices of polar 
ized voltmeters and electrolyte calls 
are too awkward and costly to com- 
pete with the more recent method of 
using pole-finding papers. A specially 
effective form of this handy and neces- 
sary addition to the kit of an electri- 
clan has been put on the market. The 
paper is very sensitive and absolutely 
non-potsonous. Its sphere of utility is 
not confined to electrical manufactories 
or lighting installations, but it will be 
found of great service to amateurs in 
all kinds of electric experimental work. 
By the employment of one of these 
“pole-finders” the possibility of wrong 
connections may be entirely avoided, 
and such things as reversals of dyna- 
mos, motors, accumulators, ete., which 
are sometimes costly mistakes, are al- 
together obviated. The paper, 
moistened and piaced across the poles

I have, in previous letters, outlined 
the situation in the South, and it is un- 
changed.

It is very 
probable that they will vote as a unit 
when they go to the convention. 

Advices from Wisconsin are even 
more encouraging than they were a 
week ago, much to the discomfiture of 
the friends of Senators Allison and 
Davis, who confidently expected the 
Wisconsin delegation to be divided be- 
tween those two gentlemen. 

Among the most encouraging symp- 
toms are the reports from the prairie 
States. It is now generally conceded 
that Kansas will vote for McKinley. 
It has been feared that the purely ag- 
ricultural States might insist upon a 
candidate with more conserva ive 
views upon the tariff question, and 
Senator Alliscn has teen ce unting upon 
the support of those Western States 
where Httle or no manufaciu: ing is 
done, not that the Senator does not 
endorse the protecti n heory, bu pen 
all questions he can be t rm a con- 
servative and his views are seldom, if 
ever, startling. 

With Gov. Morton out of the way 
it is morally certain that Be seit 
not be the nominee, in which case it 
is likely his supporters will forsake 
him, New York will be divided, and 
McKinley will secure a good propor- 
tion of that delegation. 

It has been supposed that Mr. Reed 
would have the solid New Eng and

ority of votes in the middle Western 
nd Northwest States except Iowa, 
while Mr. Reed has three New England 
States solidly, a doubtful majority in 
the Eastern states, nothing in the mid- 
dle States, a minority in the South and 
far West, and nothing in the North- 
west. He may receive the votes of a 
majority of the Pennsylvania delegates, 
but McKinley will at least have a very 
respectable minority. 
Politics are proverbially uncertain, 
and there may be many changes be- 


tween now and the time for the conven- 


tion to meet, but it is certain that was 
it held now Gov. McKinley would -have 
sufficient strength to secure the nomi- 
nation without much danger of a dead- 
lock. Each week during the past two 
months has decidedly improved his 
chances, and if nothing unforeseen 
happens he will have a very much 
easier victory than has been antici- 
pated by even his best friends.

How a Rattler Helped Do the 
Milking. 


4 Set-to Between a Deadly Ser 
pent and a Game Cock. 


The Rattle-snake Season of 18906 
Opens Up Lively—A San Diego 
County Boy’s Experience—A 
Rooster’s Victory. 


GPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

SAN DIEGO, Feb. 14, 1896.—The rat- 
tlesnake season for 1896 opened early 
this month by the killing of one of 
these reptiles measuring four feet and 
nine Inches in length by a ten-year-old 
boy on a ranch in Spring Valley. With 
the exception of certain counties in 
Florida, San Diego county is the first 
of all counties in the United States to 
report the first appearance of the dead- 
ly rattler after the long winter sleep 
which the entire crotalus miliarius 
family takes from the time the lcaves 
begin ¢o fall in the autumn until beau- 
tiful spring warms the blood of the 
Serpentine sleepers and they once more 
sally forth to battle for existence in the 
cold, hard cruel world, to be feared 
and scorned, and, whenever possible, 
killed by mankind, Of all snakes in the 
world the rattler deserves credit for 
its invariable habit of zealously mind- 
ing its own business. It will never dis- 
¢urb anyone if it is severely let alone. 
It will not brook interference with its 
snakely rights but, like human beings, 
it regards self-preservation as its first 


law and always secks to maintain its 


existence with a ferocity seldom ex- 
ceeded by any living 
the animal kingdom. 
The reported death of the first rat- 
tler of the season at Spring Valley is 
of interest to the natives as is the ap- 
pearance of the first blue bird, wild 
goose or other creature which betokens 
the advent of spring.

If the 
young snake, which was about forty 
inches long and an inch and a half 
thick, had acted decently in the mat- 
ter, probably Joe would have walked 
along and left him alone, The young- 
ster was angry at being disturbed. 
Like a flash he lunged at Joe’s head, 
struck the cock on the neck, but failed 
to penetrate the flesh through the thick 
coat of feathers, The attack was sud- 
den and vicious. It made Joe's game 
bloood boil with indignation. His dig- 
nity was assailed. Joe’s eye flashed 
and he squared off to teach that young 
rattler a lesson. The eyes of fowl and 
snake glistened meaningly as they 
watched one anothers movements. 
The snake was half-coiled, ready to 
strike. Joe danced about, waiting a 
chance for a safe blow. He jumped 
this way then that way, hoping to be- 
wilder his adversary, and suddenly 
leaped forward. The snake struck at 
With a sweeping undercut 
of his spur-armed foot, Joe hit the rep- 
tile on the under jaw. It was a slant- 
ing blow, and merely threw the snake’s 
head to one side and prevented the 
leg. The 
second round drew blood from’ the 
snake. Joe became furious, The 
snake’s fang had scratched his leg just 
above. the ankle, but, as there is 
scarcely any blood in that part of the 
limb, the poison did not affect the bird. 
A third blow from Joe struck the snake 
back of the head. It made the rattler 
a bit groggy. Still he came to the 
scratch for a fourth lunge. And then 
did the rooster make the prettiest 
stroke ever made by a gamecock 
history. He hopped forward on one 
foot and with the other leg he made a 
side cut at the snake’s waving «head 
and drove the spur clean through the 
brain close to the spinal cord of the 
rattler. In fact, examination showed 
that the cord had been ruptured by 
the spur. The snake had had enough 
punishment. It kept quiet after that, 
and Joe walked on, again looking for 
breakfast tid-bits. The fight iasted for 
fully twenty minutes. Joe's wounds 
were not injurious, and the bird seems 
proud of the scars given by so formid- 
able an enemy.

Premonitions of Insanity. 


(Harper’s Magazine:) Insanity, like 
a number of other complaints, creeps 
on gradually ‘and assiduously, and 
may have serious ravages before its 
presence is suspected or apparent. 
There are so many varieties that each 
in its own individual way may be said 
to have different phases. Among some 
of the most important premonitory in- 
dications of mental disorder may be 
mentioned extreme irritability and ex- 
citability, often accombanled by in- 
tense loquaclousness. lere is alsc 
great difficulty in the early stages ir 
concentrating the thoughts and ideas, 
or of turning or fixing the mind on an; 
one subject for any considerable time. 
The victim will have doubtless neg- 
lected his work and ordinary employ 
ment for no rational reason, and hi 
will have turned his thoughts and at 
tention to matters totally foreign to his 
natural temperament. From having 
been a neat and tidy person he wil. 
have become the reverse, and, indeed 
it often happens that all his general 
usages and customs are completely 
changed. He may have insomnia of 
a distressing character, and suffer from 


great re tlessness pacing the bed cham-} 


der during the night, 
tranquilly. 

There is often found in the earlier 
stages of mental derangement a dispo- 
sition to shun society sand to seek se- 
clusion and solitude. He may be un- 
usually elated or depressed, according 
to the form of insanity which is ulti- 
mately developed in him: The desire 
for this solitude is often one of the most 
important indications in our diagnosis 
of what is coming. There often is a 
great deal of morbid suspicion existing, 
frequently associated with a delusion 
that he is watched or follawed about. 
Delusions, hallucinations and illusions 
may either be present or absent in 
the early stage, though soonor or later 
they will generally show themselves in 
one form or the other. The memory 
often becomes defective, especially in 
cases which are likely to become 
chronic, and this is frequently observed 
by the patient repeating in conversa- 
tion the same thing over and over 
again. The period of incubation va- 
ries very much in degree, in intensity 
and duration. 

Auricular delusions, when he fancies 
that he hears voices telling him to do 
certain things, are very common, but 
very unfavorable; many murders and 
suicides are committed by those so af- 
flicted, acting up to a beliegf that the 
voices must be obeyed to the letter, and 
therefore they do what they imagine 
they have been told to do. Sometimes 
the symptoms will lie dormant for a 
considerable period, whilst in other 
cases there is an-absence of any impor- 
tant indications of mental  derange- 
ment. Cases, however, where insanity 
occurs without previous warnings are 
uncommon, though they do sometimes 
occur. 

Some persons first become insane 
whilst listening to sermons or dis- 
courses, but in such cases there must 
have been some strong hereditary dis- 
position to insanity which would codp- 
erate with the exciting cause. A 
wicked conscience tortures one; a 
wasted life becomes painfully conspic- 
uous during the incubation of insanity; 
the mind constantly dwells upon itself. 
All the past is revealed to us like a hid 
eous dream. It is most curious but sig- 
nificant fact that strangers, as a rule, 
detect the indication of mental weak- 
ness before the family of the afflicted 
one can even realize it. Many persons 
apear to dream although awake, but 
they are, to all intents and purposes, 
insensible to the impressions and ac- 
tions which surround them. A mental 
shock is responsible for many a sudden 
case of -insanity.

A Sharp Tremblor Felt in Town 
Yesterday Afternoon, 


A sharp shock of earthquake was felt 
in this city about 2:45 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. It was preceded by a 
lighter one which was not generally ob- 
served; the second one, however, was 
so pronounced that few people escaped 
noticing it. It was especially percep- 
tible in tall buildings, which rocked 
once from northwest to southeast, then 
settled back into their former undis- 
turbed position without a further 
tremor. 

People on the street did not realize 
what had happened until they saw ex- 
cited people rushing from the buildings, 
then nearly every one remembered hav- 
ing felt the shock. Excitement did not 
last long, as the shock was not re- 
peated and no damage was done. 

At the Ohpheum ‘Theater there was 
nearly a stampede of the audience, but 
one of the funny men on the stage got 
off a joke on the quake, just as the tim- 
orous females who mainly composed 
the audience were getting ready to fly.

She is a 
late arrival from the cyclone belt and 
has not become accustomed to such 
freaks of nature as a California earth- 
quake. The carpenters, masons, etc., 
are hard at work enlarging the Federal 
building. When the temblor came the 
contractor was on the second floor. He 
gave a yell of dismay and went rush- 
ing upstairs four steps at a time to see 
how many tons of brick the workmen 
up there had knocked over. He was 
much relieved to find it was only an 
earthquake. 

The members of the committees ap- 
pointed by the Merchants’ Associstion, 
Board of Trade and Chamber of Com- 
merce to discuss the subject of revising 
the charter under which Los Angeles 
does business were busily engaged in 
all talking at once and each one ex- 
pounding his views on the question.

And since 
his committee had fled before the earth- 
quake, Chairman J. S. Slauson said he 
guessed the charter could stay as it 
was until February 26 and then he fol- 
lowed suit.

‘the Statesmen at the South African Capital Singular Method by 
Which the President Controls Legislation— Remarkable Social

et ‘One of the most interesting men of 


modern times is Stephanus Johannes 
Paulus Krueger, President of the South 
African republic, or “Oom Paul,“ as 
he is affectionately called. by the 
burghers of the Transvaal. His title is 
President of a Republic; in reality, he 
is the absolute dictator of an oligarchy. 
There are nearly thrée hundred thou- 
sand white people in the Transvaal, 
and less than thirty thousand have any 
voice in the government. 
All these unenfranchised inhabitants 
have always been hostile toward the 
government. It has been almost en- 
tirely through the genius of Paul 
Krueger that the country has been 
able to maintain itself against such 
overwhelming numbers. The aliens 


Are not of a down-trodden class easily 
held in check. They have all the 


power that vast wealth supplies. In 
“addition to their great fortunes, they 
have brains, for the gold fields have 
lured some of the brightest minds of 
the earth to the Transvaal. Yet Krue- 
ger has remained the master of the 
situation. Twelve years ago, when the 
Duteh vanquished the English and 


gained their liberty, Krueger directed 


the war, then, as in the present insur- 
rection of the Uitlanders, as the aliens 
here are called, Krueger displayed th 
qualities of a statesman. 


He is 75 years of age, but erect and

Among a band of Indians who 


paddle in their canoes about the 
waters of Western Washington and 
camp here or there as dest their 
fancy pleases, lives an aged chief who 
claims to be the oldest man on 

today. He is the chief of the Skiq- 
wamish, a tribe of the river of that 
name which heads in a canyon of the 
Cascades and flows into Puget Sound, 
and he is called Qwo-ka-num. This 
wonderful type of age, for such a study 
he is, as I shall describe, is known to 
all the natives of the coast as the old- 
est man among them, and they have 
grown almost to believe him never- 
dying, so great is the age of this chief. 
Old men of different tribes have told 
me they could remember him when 
they were young boys. And he was 
old then. I had heard of him often, 
and the descriptions of his strange ap- 
pearance made me long to see him. 


They said he was born many years 


before the white man came; that he 
was a wise man who knew every- 
thing. They were superstitious about 
him, and thought him a great medi- 


cine man. But the life he led, first 


in one part of the country, then an- 
other, roaming from shore to shore 
as these canoe Indians do, prevented 
my seeing him, until in July last 
chance gave me the opportunity I had 
wished for, and I beheld this astound- 
ing wonder of time, a being of age 
that words cannot describe, such a 
withered thing as you see when you 
read of.

And thus it came to pass that a 
fanatical people went down on their 
kriees in the dust of the Transvaal and 
sent up what they thought to be more 
persuasive than dynamite. But the in- 
vocations of the Boers were no more 
efficacious than the nitro-glycerine of 
the experimenters. As a result, before 
the late December rains refreshed the 
lands, water was as scarce as intelli- 
gence among the Transvaal Dutch. In 
Johannesburg the rich used Apollinaris

There is a saying in the-Transvaal 
that you can tell whether a man is an 
Eglishman, an American or a *‘utch- 
man by the way he washes. ke Eng- 
lishman pours water in a_ basin, 
washes, and then carefully empties 
the bowl and turns it upside down to 
dry. The American washes and leaves 
the soiled water in the basin. The 


farmer bows in submissive reverence 
and breathes a paternoster as the 
armies of locusts devour his substance. 

The Boers seek to impress their re- 
ligious ideas upon the 250,000 Uitland- 
ers on the Rand.

Grant is about five feet ten inches in

Had he continued Colonel till now, I 
think his uniform would have lasted 
till chis day, for he never used it ex- 
cept on dress parade, and then seemed 
to regard it a good deal as David did 
Saul’s armor. He usually wore a plain 
blue blouse coat and an ordinary black 
fe& citizen’s hat and er had about 
him a single mark to distinguish’ his 
rank. While he is reserved in his in- 
tercourse with strangers, yet in the 
quiet circle of friends, especially when 
the cares and duties of office are over, 
he is free, frank, communicative and 
agreeable in the highest degree. He re-

FROM THE .CANTEENS. 

On one of our marches, while pass- 
ing through one of those small towns

and ungovernable under its influence. 
While apparently stopping the any 
ment for rest, Grant passed quie 
along the ranks and took each canteen, 
and whenever he detected the odor, 
emptied the liquor on the ground with 
as much nonchalance as he would 
empty his pipe, and had the offenders 
tied behind the baggage wagons till 
they had sobered into soldierly pro- 
priety, On this point his orders were 
imperative; no whisky or intoxicating 
beverages were allowed in his camp. 

Right here I weuld notice the report 
that once obtained some circulation, 
that Grant was a lover of ardent spir- 
its himself, and that he indulged too 
freely in their use. Of this report I 
would say that I was with him for the 
most part of three months in all sorts 
of weather, marg¢bes and exposure; we 
ate at the same table, often slept in 
the same tent, and sat around the 
same camp fire, and I never knew him 
to allow ardent spirits in che regiment, 
nor did I ever know him even to taste 
them in any form. I have seen him in 
company with his superiors in office 
where wine and brandy were freely 
passing, and when offered to him he 
invariably refused, usually remarking 
that he never indulged in anything 
stronger than coffee and tobacco. 

His promptness and energy in cor- 
recting errors and reforming abuses in 
his regiment sometimes led his men, 
especially those who were guilty, to 
fee] that he was hard and severe be- 
yond necessity. But while he was thus 
vigilant and active in inforcing strict 
diseipline, yet he was not unfeeling 
nor indifferent in regard to the suffer- 
ings which the necessary penalties of 
camp life brought upon unsophisticated 
and unintentional offenders. 


AN EXAMPLE OF GRANT’S DISCI- 
PLINE. 

When we halted at Salt River, Mo,, 
two of our young bloods, supposing that 
it was necessary to show their hatred

In the afternoon of a very hot, day 
in July, 1861, while the regiment was 
stationed in the town of M-»x‘co. Mo. 
I had gone to the cars as they were 
passing. and procured the Daily Mis- 
sourl Democrat, and seated mvself in 
the shadow of my tnt to read th: 
news. In the telegraphic column 1 
soon came.to the announcement that 
Grant, with several others, was made 
brigadier- general. In a few minutes 
. oe walking that way, and I called 
o him: 


“Colonel, I have some news here 


that will interest you.” 

“What have you, c lain?“ 

“IT see that you are Wade brigadier- 
general.“ 

He seated himself by my side, and re- 
marked: 

“Well, sir, I had no suspicion of it. 
It never came from any request of 
mine. That’s some of Washburn’s 
work. I knew Washburn in Galcna. 
He was a strong Republican, and I 
was a Democrat, and I thought from 
that he never liked me very well. 
Hence, we never had more tha a busi- 
ness or street acquaint nce. But when 
the war broke cut, I ‘ound that he had 
induced Gov. Yates to app int me mus- 
tering officer of the Illinois volunt ers; 
and after that had something to do in 
having me commissioned Colonel of the 
Twenty-first Regiment, and I suppose 
this is more of his work.” And he very 
leisurely rose up and pulled his black 
felt hat a little nearer his eyes and 
made a few extra passes at his whisk- 
ers, and walked away about his busi- 
ness with as much apparent unconcern 
5 if some one had apparently told him 
that his new suit. of clothes was fin- 
ished. 

„Grant belonged to no church organ- 
ization; yet he,entertained and ex- 
pressed the highest esteem for all the 
enterprises that tend to promote reli- 
gion.

and caricatured them good-naturedly.

Not such work as we too often see, 
amateurish to the last degree, and 
sold ‘by some kindly woman, who 
doesn’t realize the harm she is doing 
the real worrers, but who, because 
somebody needs it, gets $25 for a 
painted plaque, that deserves to be 
thrown in the fire. 
WOMAN’S PRACTICAL HELP. 


The philanthropy of Mrs. Hopkins’ 
work consisted in making girls under- 
stand that their work was only worth 
what it would fetch in the market, and 
not the sum given by their friends, or 
at church es. Well, year after year 
the school grew, until now it stands a 
monument to the wenderful brain and 
loving heart of one woman. 

It is free of debt. From it have 
come forth the brightest women archi- 
tects in this country. From it every 
week are sold at the best prices they 
will bring designs for 2 weaving, 
designs for wall paper, and designs for 
book covers. The girl who draws car- 
pet designs has learned her work art- 
istically and practically; she knows 
how the thread works through the loom 
for a certain kind of carpet, and she 
knows the colors and patterns that are 
most salable, and upon which the great- 
est profit will be made. So it is through 
every department. Each girl knows 
that hat’ hae work will be judged a utely 


wonder? 


@ Such as we now offer you, 


just so sure sks should buy a lot in 


to sit on, and that left 


according to its merit; consequently 
she — not only to be an artist, but 
to be a money-maker. The girl artist 
in the past has, I am sorry to say, too 
often been a money-beggar, inasmuch 
as she expected to get many times the 
value of her picture, because she was 
a woman. I believe in every considera- 
tion being shown to women by men, but 
when a man’s work and a woman’s 
work stand side by side, let the buyer 
forget which was the woman’s and 
which the man’s, and buy that which 
is the best.

Somebody asks: Wat does Mrs.

That is, nothing in a worldly 
sense. Her time and her money have 
been given and given generously, and 
she is satisfied if her work is a success, 
That it is, it proves, but another tribute 
to it is the fact that in London they 
are getting up a school just like it, 
and Mrs. Hopkins is teaching the 

KINDLY PRINCESS CHRISTIAN, 
the most broad-minded of the Queen’s 
daughters, to model a school after this 
one in New York. 

But now the girls clamor for more. 
They say: “You have given us a work- 
ing place, give us a home. Take us 
out of hall bedrooms; let us realize that 


we are human beings who know how 
to live and enjoy as well as to work; 
give us a home.“ And the answer to 
this is that the New York Model Build- 
ing Company, which is incorporated 
and consists of the two women archi- 
tects, Miss Gannon, Miss Hand, Mrs. 
Davis and the New York School of 
Technical design, expect to have that 
home ready in a year. It will not be 
way up beyond Harlem, but it will be 
in the heart of the city, and, thank 
heaven, it will be so built that sunshine 
dan reach each room and be lived in. 
For sunshine makes healthy women. 
The prices range in this way: Fora 
bedroom, a sitting-room and a bath, 
the three rooms to be occupied by one 
woman, the charge will be $5 a week. 
The bedroom is a good-sized one, is 
light, and so is the parlor, but they are 
not, of course, the largest rooms in the 
hotel. For two connecting bedrooms, 
two parlors and a bathroom, rooms 
that are to be occupied by two wome 
the price will be $3 apiece a week. For 
two bedrooms that are much larger, 
two parlors that are much larger, and 
a very large bathroom, a suite which 
two women .will also occupy, there will 
be made the charge of $5 each per week. 
| The restaurant prices are to be reas- 
Ponable, and it is calculated that the 
entire cost of living will be but little 
more than that paid for a hall bedroom, 
and need only, if one so wishes, be as 
much. But the comfort gained will be 
wonderful. I saw the design, and I 
know about this. There is the money 
ready to do it. 
GENEROSITY AMONG THE RICH, 
But still there is another story, and 
that is the one that appeals to me. IJ 
am not @ believer in women’s clubs, 
but I am a believer in women help- 
ing one another. So the busy archi- 
tects have drawn a design for a club- 
house where there will be a library. 
a reading m. a gymnasium, several] 
reception rooms, and one large room 
given over to the times when there 
are special meetings, or special enter- 
tainments. Many of New York's rich- 
est women have given, not only their 
approval, but their money, to this 
scheme, and are gladly acting on the 
various committees. A generous giver 
concealing his or her name has pre- 
sented to the club a farm called “Pw.

Are you rich, or are you 
i a But instead, “Are you alone 
an 
DO YOU WANT A- HELPING HAND, 
and would like to be one of us?” It 
will not be a sin in this club for the 
girls to dance, and if they choose to 
get up private theatricals, or a little 
concert, or a burlesque ‘exhibition of 
paintings, there will be encourage- 
ment for them, and when the really 
jolly nights are on hand, it is just pos- 
sible, in fact, I think I may say that 
it is absolutely probable, that if some 
girl blushes and wishes she could ask 
Tom Brown, she will be told to invite 
him, and indeed each girl can ask the 
Tom. Dick or Harry who may be friend 
or sweetheart. 
You see, this club is to be run by 
girl-women, and by a girl-woman I 


mean one who has every desire of a 


woman, her bravery (else she wouldn’t 
be at work or trying to learn how to 
work), and the years of a girl, which 
give her a right to enjoy herself. Some- 
body says to me as I am talking, “Bab, 
you are too enthusiastic.”” No, I am not; 
not a bit. The world is full of pessi- 
mists who make bitter, by their words, 
even the sweet odor of violets, who see 
nothing good either in heaven or earth, 
forgetting that on earth there are 
women. If, when ev woman child 
were born, its future from its cradle 
to its grave were a €or, no one 
would be happier than I. I do not be- 
lieve in women having to earn money 
except by earning it as grateful daugh- 
ters, loving wives and devoted moth- 
ers. But, alas! there are so many 
women. And upon the frail shoulders 
of So many women falls the support of 
so many others, If there is a woman 
worker in the family be sure that she 
is caring for somebody, and men should 
blush with shame when they allow 
women to earn money for them; that 
is, of course, unless they are invalids. 
But right here, where there are thou- 
sands of women working, there are 
WOMEN SUPPORTING LAZY, 
SHIFTLESS MEN, 
brothers, sons or husbands, and doing 
it willingly; losing their beauty, losing 
their attractiveness, losing all, exter- 
nally, that is theirs by right of their 
womanhood, because they have not 
only to work but to work too hard.

The in- 
dustry must have time and opportunity 
to grow and strengthen. In the mean- 
time the consumer flourishes in cheap 
fuel at the expense of the producer, 
who tolls in -vain*to earn his living. ~ 
There is fascination in oil. No produ- 
oer ever lost faith in his star. When the 
fever once strikes it rushes its victim 
on to fortune, or—into the Sheriff’s 
‘hands! 
The magnitude of the trade in San 
‘Francisco is disappointing. It does not 
amount to 500 barrels per day, about 
one-half. of which only goes from ‘the 
Los Angeles field. It now seems as 
though that city will not allow her 
shores to be the ‘dumping ground” for 
Southern California oil; The coal bar- 


ons of San Francisco are united, vigi- 


lant and wealthy, and do not propose 
to yield up their business without a 
battle. They have possession and hold 
all the vantage grounds of law and 
prejudice. Their fuel is also good and 
éheap.

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 15, 1896.—(To 


~ 


the Editor of The Times:) If there was 


ever a time that the oil producers 
should all stand in together, it is now. 
Wells in general have fallen off in their 
production one-half in the last sixty 
days. Consumers and those who have 
got large contracts in the future, are 
now alarmed, and trying to ‘secure 
contracts from the well-owners, at the 
present low prices. 
Now, be careful, and do not promise 
one barrel ahead for at least less than 
50 cents at the well. You will sell 
just as much in a few days, and even 
more, for the buying will be all the 
‘sharper: Oil should be 75 cents within. 
thirty days, and could be, if a few 
that now have full tanks, were only 
willing, to hold on. 
Had you not rather have 76 cents for 
the balance of the year, after thirty 
days, than sell now at 40, and so on 
afterward? You have your choice of 
the two propositions. Money is now 
‘here to secure future oil. There are a 
few of our own people also helping to 
keep oil down at a death price, They 
have secured contracts beyond the ca- 
pacity of their own wells and now 
running around over the field to those 
who are not posted, and with the prom- 
ise to relieve their tanks right away, 
secure a contract ahead at a low price. 
Now, they are really cutting their own 
throats. 


Many have lost their all in this busi- 
ness, and many more will if prices do 
not go up. Nine-tenths of the people 
in the field today, would not put down 
another well, if prices of 50 cents, only 
were guaranteed. So you can plainly 
see that with the production running 
rapidly down, and no new wells (com- 
paratively) drilling, oil must go up to

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ABOUT PUBLIC MONEYS. 


An Amendment to the Present Law 
suggested. 

The question of the disposition of the 
county money in the on of. the 
Treasurer and the Tax Collector has 
been much discussed of late, an 
uty E. J. Gilbert of San Ber- 
nardino has devised a plan which he 
offers as a substitute, and which he ex- 
plains in the following letter to the 
Times-Index of that city: 

“Sec, 87, p. 371, of the statutes of 1893 
reads: ‘The County ‘Treasurer must 
keep all moneys belonging to the State 
in his awn possession until disbursed 
according to law. He must not piace 
the same in the possession of any per- 
son to be used for any purpose. Nor 
must he loan, or in any manner use. 
or permit any person to use the same 
except as provided by law, but nothing 
in this section prohibits him from mak- 
ing #pecial deposits for safe-keeping of 
public moneys, but he shall be liable 
therefor or his 9fficia! bond.“ 

“This law no doubt* was well meant 
by the legislator who @rafted it and 
the assembly which passed it, but it is 
far from being, in the Writer's mind, 
the best possible business method of 
keeping public funds. In the fiscal year 
1891 there was charged to the County 
Tax Collector on the first Monday of 
October over $600,000, to more than half 
of which a penalty of 15 per cent. would 


attach unless paid on or before Novem- 


ber 28 following. If my memory serves 
me right there was over $300,000 col- 
lected before penalty attached, each 
day’s collections being deposited at 
night. This money was not, nor has it 
since been placed.or kept as the above 
section directs, but was treated the 
same as individual open accounts, sub- 
ject to use by the banks until checked 
out by the officials. 
“Had the law been followed as th 
courts now say it shall be, over $300,- 
000 of the people’s money would have 
been locked in the vaults of the county 
treasury. As a rule it is against p 
lic policy to deviate from the las‘ of 
the 1 » but by the non-compliance 
‘with this law many people were en- 
abled to make temporary loans at the 
banks to pay their taxes, at a rate less 
than the penalty imposed by law, thus 


| securing to the State and county its 


-revenues by keeping the circulating 
medium in business channels.’ |

of the public funds be locked up and 
the receipts of each day hereafter with-

“The People of the State of Califor- 
nia, represented in Senate and 
bly, do enact as ‘fallows: That before 
any. deposit of public funds is made in 
any bank of this State, such bank shall 
first file a bond with sureties to be ap- 
proved by the county officer interested 

d the Board of Supervisors, in double 
maximum amount permitted to be 
deposited as aforesaid; such bond being 
conditfoned to hold the officer making 
the deposit free of all loss by reason 
of such deposit or deposits. Such bond 
to be based on real estate, a description 
of which shall be incorporated into the 


bond and a value fixed-opposite each 


piece or parcel of land so pledged, and 
in case any such pledged land is dis- 
posed of by mortgage or deed by any 
of the bondsmen, it shall be the duty of 
the Board of Supervisors and such 
county officer in interest to require of 
such bank other or additional real es- 
tate security of equal value. Said bond 
to be filed with the County Auditor 
whose duty it shall be to acquaint.the 
several county officers interested and 
the Board of Supervisors of any depre- 
ciation in the responsibility of such 
bond, and the County Auditor or any 
member of the Board of Supervisors 
may ‘bring an action at any time for 
recovery on sUch bond. 

“This plan of bond would. be far more 
‘satisfactory to bankers as they would 
not be responsible for the failure of oth- 
ers as is the case now in this county, 
and the public funds would be far safer 
divided and thoroughly secured than 
| consolidated in the hands of one man 
who might, as we all have often ob- 
served, be tempted by so large a fortune 
to go to some country with which our 
extradition treaties are favorable to 
his permanent residence.

WHE AMERICAN MURDER RECORD. 


Some remarkable statistics were re- 
cently compiled by the Chicago Tri- 
dune, showing the record of murders 
in the United States for a series of 
years. The figures for 1895 are indeed 
startling, and almost justify one in 
asking whether this can consistently 
be called a civilized country. The fol- 
lowing is the story of blood for the 
ten years ending with 1895, the figures 
showing the record for each year:

Americans hold up their hands in 
horror when they read about slaugh- 
ters in half-civilied countries, but here 
is a statement showing that within the 
limits of our own country there were 


no less than 10,500 mufders during the 


past year. What explanation can be 
given for this extraordinary and 
shameful record? The Prohibitionists 


Will, of course, claim that most of the 


murders are due to drink. Undoubt- 
edly that has had much to do with the 
awful story of crime, but the explana- 
tion is not sufficient. Probably, if the 
facts were carefully collated and ex- 
amined, it would be found that much 
of this rapid increase in crime is di- 
rectly traceable to the unrest, dissatis- 
faction and despair engendered by the 
ever-increasing struggle for wealth, 
the pace of which becomes more try- 
ing every year, resulting in filling our 
jails and insane asylums to overflow- 
ing. 

The American nation is becoming a 
nation of discontented people, strug- 
gling to emulate the small army of mil- 
lionaires who themselves are not con- 
tent, but are trying to become billion- 
gires in their turn. 

There is yet another cause for this 
increase of violent crimes, which we. 
cannot afford to bverlook. It is told in 


the simple statement that of the 10,500 


murders in 1895 only 132 of the mur- 
derers were hung. It has got so far 
in this country that it is the great ex- 
ception when a man who has killed 
another forfeits his life to justice. If 
it were reasonably certain that the 
old Mosaic law of “An eye for an eye 
and a tooth for a tooth” would be rig- 


-4dly enforced, without fear or favor, 


there is no doubt that a large propor- 
tion of these 10,500 murderers would 


“have hesitated before committing the 


deed. 

The processes of our courts of law 
meed a thorough overhauling, and a 
beginning cannot be made too soon in 
this direction. 


THE ORANGE-GROWING INDUSTRY. 


The Times continues to receive from 
prominent orange-growers and other 
citizens of this section warm indorse-.

frost in the closing days of last year.

leading reports of the situation here- 
tofore published, but who are now con- 
vinced. that orange-growing within 
reasonable limits is a safe industry in 
Southern California, and will purchase 
land for that purpose. 

With a few insignificant exceptions, 
the papers of Southern California have 
adopted a straightforward and com- 
mendable course in relation to this ques- 
tion, demanding that the facts shall be 
made known without fear or favor, and 
proper precautions taken to preserve 
the reputation of Southern California 
as an orange-gowing section, by pre- 
venting the shipment of damaged fruit 
or of any fruit, under false brands, The 
few journalistic exceptions to this rule 
insult the intelligence of their readers 
by apparently supposing that a condi- 
tion can be improved or changed by 
denying that such condition exists. 
The fruit-growers of Southern Cali- 
fornia, who in so short a time have 
built up an important and valuable in- 
dustry in face of great difficulties, are 
neither fools nor children, as a 
stranger, reading some of these weak, 
wobbly and time-serving publications 
might suppose. 


HERE AND THERE. 


It is February, the month at the 
East of storms, of alternating snow 
and sleet and rain, of frozen earth or 
sloppy streets, of white drifts or sul- 
len pools of mud and slush, when it is 
disagreeable out of doors and comfort- 
less within, unless the furnace is hot 
and the air dead and devitalized 
throughout the house.

The leafless trees stand like 
ghosts, their bare limbs tapping the 
white window-panes, while the wind 
shrieks through them in its mad fury. 
The cattle, too, shiver in their stalls, 
and the fowls stand on one leg while 
the other is tucked beneath the feath- 
ers in order to find warmth. Even the 
little snowbirds do not linger long in 
the sunshine, but hop about as if in 
search of shelter. Not a green thing 
is to be seen in all the wide, cheerless 
world of whiteness and death. To be 
sure, the sun shines’ sometimes, but 
there is little warmth in his beams. 
Comfort is associated only with heavy 
overcoats, blazing hearthstones and 
heated furnaces. 
What a contrast this to the land in 
which we live, a land where physical

The sun shines day 
after day, the earth is green, blossom- 
ing and fragrance are everywhere. We 
can sit in the sunshine unchilled, our 
ears filled with the melody of birds and 
the hum of bees, and our eyesgladdened 
with visions of ripening fruit.

There is balm in the at- 
mosphere; the morning air is like a 
tonic, the dew lies sparkling on the 
growing grasses, and the breeses that 
fan us are soft as those of summer. 
Who among us all would live else- 
where?

Speaking of the interesets of the It 


United States in the Pacific, the New 
York Dispatch says: The domain of 
the United States extends 4865 miles 
west of San Francisco and 2430 miles 
west of the Sandwich Islands. Peo- 
ple forget that the domain of the 
United States is 8826.5 miles across 
from east to west, and that San Fran- 
cisco is only 3961 miles west of Rast- 
port, Me. Our’ most western point of 
land is Attou Island of the Aleutian 
Archipelago, far over on the Asiatic 
side of the Pacific Ocean. Our water 
boundary line lies 6 degs. west of 
that, in sight of Asia from the mast- 
head of a vessel. The late Japan- 
Chinese war was waged on a parallel of 
latitude which passes nearly through 
San Francisco, and 7500 miles from 
that city. Deduct 4865 miles from 
7500 miles and it leaves our far west- 
ern boundary line 2635 miles from 
Korea, while British North America: 
is 6165 miles distant. If we were con- 
cerned in the dispute in Brazil, 5500 
miles away, and in Samoa in the South 
Pacific, will any say that we were not 
interested in the recent war, 2635 miles 
from our borders, with water bound- 
aries actually the same?” 


Senator Caffery of Louisiana uncon- 
sciously advanced a good argument for 
protection, in his recent speech on the 
free coinage amendment to the bond 
bill. He quoted the Senate report of the 
Fifty-second Congress, showing that 
between 1860 and 1891 there had been 
a decline in the cost of fuel and light- 
ing of 9 per cent.; in house furnishing 
goods of 30 per cent.; in clothing of. 19 
per cent.; and a decline in all manu- 
factured goods where inventive meth- 
ods have been applied; while there was 
an advance of 3 per cent. in food prod- 
ucts. He might have added that there 
was a material advance in the rates of 
wages during the period named, in 
nearly all industries, by which the pur- 
chasing power of wage-earners was 
still further increased. 


According to the figures made by 
the Water Committee of the Council, 
if the city had purchased the Water 
Company's plant, for $3,250,000—the 
price for which it was offered by the 
company a year ago, or thereabout 
the revenue for the past year would 
have been sufficient to pay not only 
the interest on the necessary bonds, 
but one-fortieth of the principle, and 
to leave a surplus of about $75,000: for 
maintenance and improvements. If 
these figures are correct, the company 
can furnish water at the reduced rates 
and still derive a fair profit from its 
investment. 

In The Times of yesterday Col. 
Cockerill was quoted, on the authority 
of an eastern paper, as having stated 
that in some of the South American 
countries, Colombia for instance, it 
has been estimated that 60 per cent. of 
the total population is afflicted with 
leprosy.” A native of Colombia, now 
in Los Angeles, requests The Times 
to say, in justice to his country, that 
the proportion of lepers is only three- 
fourths of 1 per cent., and that the 
government has taken active measures 
to isolate the persons so afflicted an 
to stamp out the disease. 


A typographical error in The Times 
of yesterday morning made it appear 
that the Water Committee of the 
Council, in its revision of the water 
rates, had raised the rate for lawn- 
sprinkling to 3% cents per front foot, 
the present rate being 1 cent per foot. 
The rate fixed by the committee is 
three-fourths of a cent per front foot 
for lots not more than 150 feet in 
depth. This is an actual reduction of 
25 per cent. on the present rate. 


A dispatch from Tampa, Fla., says 
that many of the orange-growers of 
that State are turning their attention 
to the island of Jamacia as an orange- 
growing section. It is probable that 
many Florida orchardists will mi- 
grate to Jamacia within the next year 
or two, to pursue their vocation there 
under more fayorable climatic condi- 
tions than can be found in Florida.

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. . 


Photographing the Invisible. 


SIERRA MADRE, Feb. 14—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) I have, like 
many others, been following with won- 
derment and intense interest the devel- 
opment of the recent remarkable dis- 
covery of Prof. Roentgen, that the ra- 
diation from a Crookes’s tube will pho- 
tograph through wood and flesh the 
animal skeleton. So far I have read no 
description of the Crookes’s tube, and as 
your readers may like to hear some- 
thing about it dnd its remarkable prop- 
erties, I offer them the following ac- 
count, premising that it is from mem- 
ory, and that it is some years since 
other avocations drew me aside from 
scientific study, so that the account is 
neither so complete, nor in details prob- 
ably so accurate as I would wish. 

Every one who has attended a lecture 
upon electricity has probably seen and 
admired the beautiful luminosity of the 
Geissler tubes, in which the radiance 
follows every sinuosity of the tube be- 
tween the terminal electric wires. These 
tubes are inserted in an electric cir- 
cult of high voltage, much as is the 
electric lamp, only the entering wires 
are widely separate and every facility 
given to elongate the ribbon of efful- 
gence which takes the place of the 
carbon filament. No matter what the 
Shape of the tube, the light reaches 
from pole to pole. The tube is partially 
exhausted of air, but is not a vacuum. 

my memory serve me, Prof. Crookes 


has demonstrated that no visible effects 


are produced by electricity in a tube 
absolutely exhausted. 

In a series of experiments, the results 
of which were, I think, laid before the 
Royal Society over a decade since, 
Prof. Crookes, the discoverer of the 
metal Thallium, by the way, discov- 
ered that if the enhaustion of @ Geiss- 
ler tube be carried almost to a vacuum 
an entirely new series of phenomena 
is exhibited. The ordinary pressure of 
the air is 760 millimeters (the familiar 
30 inches of the barometer.) In à 
Crookes’s tube the pressure is about one 
millionette of a millimeter. With such 
a tube Prof. Crooke found, or thought 
he found, that matter has a fourth 
form besides the familiar ones of solid, 
liquid and gas. He called this fourth 
form: “radicut matter,” for reasons to 
be given, 

According to physics all matter is 
composed of minute ultimate particles, 
termed molecules. Their size has ac- 
tually been measured. The molecules 
in a gas are in constant and rapid mo- 
tion, which would, of course, be in a 
straight line, only that they strike one 
another and are deflected. Prof. Crookes 
holds that in one of his tubes the mole- 
cules are reduced to so few by exhaus- 
tion that they rarely hit one another, 


and are discharged from the negative 


pole (I think) in a perfectly straight 
ine ahead, not following the shape of 
the tube at all or even tending to the 
positive pole, as in the Geissler tube. 
The pole disc a perfect maxim 
gun storm of molecular bullets against 
anything placed in its path, and ap- 
parently the ethereal disturbance passes 
in a straight line through the surround- 
ing air outside the tube. Glass inter- 
feres with this radiation, it appears, 
and I believe more satisfactory results 
would be had by using a Crookes’s tube 
made of aluminum. However, I did 
not intend to theorize. 

Unlike that of a Geissler tube, the 
luminosity of a Crockes's tube will not 
turn a corner. If it be directed upon a 
diamond, a ruby, or any gem or chem- 
ileal compound in the tube, the object 
itself 
alone... No paste“ n apply. Jewel- 
ers have here a protection not impos- 
sible to employ. The radiation will 
also turn a light vane in the tube. In 
the Roentgen discovery two discoveries 
are apparently combined. The positive 
pole is kept out of the way at the side 
of the tube, the radiation going as it 
does in a straight line, is aimed at the 
photographic films, and ‘the discoveries 
are, (1) that the influence of the radia- 
tion extends beyond the interior of the 
tube (though as Crookes showed it td 
defiect a compass needle, perhaps this 
is no discovery,) and, (2) that it acts 
for photographing.

its visit here; Sousa plays his own 
marches in a manner approached by no 
one, and they never fail to arouse the 
genuine American enthusiasm.

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STORY OF A PASADENA CITIZEN’S 
ERRATIC DEPARTURE. 


After Serving on a Jury He Sud- 
denly Decamps Ostensibly to 
Mexico, but Really Toward the 
North—Very Peculiar Action. 


Jesse Allin, thé well-known contrac- 
tor, has been serving on a jury in a 
Los Angeles court for some time, and 
thus when he did not return to his 
home last night his wife and family 
thought that the jury could not agree 
and he was detained on that account. 
When the morning came his father 
went into Los Angeles to find out what 
detained his son and discovered that 
Mr. Allin was discharged from the 
jury Friday morning. 

In the fatNer’s absence Mrs. Allin, 
in searching in a bureau drawer for 
some article, came upon a note written 
by her husband in which he asked her 
forgiveness for the step he was about 
to take. Mrs. Allin read thus far 
aloud, and, her daughters hearing it, 
at once Jumped to the conclusion that 
their father had committed suicide and 
screamed and cried, attracting the at- 
tention of passers-by who gained the 
idea that Mr. Allin had committed sui- 
cide, and it was this theory that was 
circulated upon the street. The note 
further stated that he had become in- 
volved in financial difficulties which he 
saw no way of straightening out, and 
that he felt that he must try a new 
field and on that account had decided 
to go to the mines of New Mexico. He 
left a check for $140 for his wife, and 
gave her, in the note, business direc- 
tions in regard to his affairs. 

Those who know Mr. Allin well can- 
not credit the statement that he is 
financially embarrassed to the extent 
he intimates and are inclined to think 
that he has brooded over mining news 
from Cripple Creek and the North un- 
til he is a trifle unbalanced mentally. 

This fact seems to be established by 
a telegrapm received from him this 
morning from Sacramento, the direc- 
tion directly opposite to that which he 
stated in his communication to his 
wife that he intended to take. Even 
should he have been embarrassed finan- 
cially his father is abundantly able to 
aid him and he has hundreds of friends 
in Pasadena who have perfect confi- 
dence in his integrity. Marshal Bu- 
chanan telegraphed him, at the in- 
stance of his family, to return. 

No domestic trouble is at the bottom 
of his departure as his social and fam- 
ily relations were the most happy and 
he has a beautiful home end three 
charming daughters and a wife who 
has always been in the most. perfect 
sympathy and accord with him.

BANK CLEARINGS. The clearings 
of the Los Angeles banks for the past 
week amounted to $1,376,898, as com- 
pared with $1,285,656 for the correspond. 
ing week of 15¥6. 

The clearances of the principal cities 
of the country for the previous week, 
as published in The Times yesterday, 
showed an average increase of 9.8 per 
cent., there being only five cities show- 
ing a decrease, while most of, them 
show a very heavy rate of increase. 
Los Angeles still keeps very close to 
Portland, Or., in the amount of its 
clearings, comparative totals for Los 
Angeles and that city during the week 
referred to being $1,038,356, and $1,188,- 
133. Even Tacoma, which has been on 
the down grade for a long time, 
showed an increase of 18.5 per cent. 
this week, 


STATE LOAN AND TRUST COM- 
PANY. The first annual report of this 
company, presented at a meeting of 
stockholders held on the 7th inst., shows 
that the loans and discounts on 3ist 
ult., amounted to $1,134,859.66, showing 
an increase of $75,480.87 over the same 
period last year. The cash on hand, 
which on 3lst of January. 1895, was 
$157,219.02 is now $253,278.97. Interest 
earnings for the year were $93,819.35, 


000 over the year previous, On the 3ist 
of January, 1895, the deposits exclusive 
of county funds, were $762,277.20; the 
bank has now deposits aggregating 
$961,619.99, and an addition of 250 com- 
mercial accounts. 

It was agreed that the bank should 
deposit with the State Comptroller se- 
curities to the amount of $200,000 for 
the purpose of qualifying it to act as 
administrator and executor of estates 
and guardian of minor heirs, in ac- 
cordance with the existing law; also 
that the bank discontinue the practice 
of furnishing bondsmen to public offi- 
cials for the sake of obtaining deposits 
of public moneys, in view of the rule 
laid down by the Bank Commi 
ers, that all such deposits must be 
treated as special, thus depriving the 
bank of any power to profit by them. 


COMMERCIAL. 


ORANGES AND LEMONS AFLOAT. 
The latest New York advices show a 
slight increase in the quantity of Med- 
iterranean oranges and lemons afloat 
for United States ports, as compared 
with the quantity afloat reported in 
this column last week. For New York 
the quantity of oranges now on the 
way is 55,800 boxes, for Boston 15,000 
and for New Orleans 1600 boxes. These 
figures show an increase for New York 
of .12,000 boxes, and decreases for Bos- 
ton of 8500 and for New Orleans of 
2400 boxes. From this time forward this 
season shipments of oranges from Med- 
iterranean ports for United States ports 
will, according to advices received 
steadily decrease, and will leave the 
eastern markets free to handle South- 
ern California shipments. Should these 
advices prove correct, there are reason- 
able grounds for assuming that the 
price for first-class navel oranges will 
advance. 

Mediterranean lemons are still being 
shipped in large quantities. Last ad- 
vices show 146,000 cases afloat as 
against 140,500 reported last week. Of 
the total quantity 91,500 cases were for 
New York, 24,500 for Boston and 30,000 
for New Orleans. Other foreign fruits 
and nuts reported due to arrive were: 
Filberts 700 bags, currants 2950 tons. 


VENTURA ORANGES. Ventura is 
coming to the front as an orange-pro- 
ducing section and shipments from that 
county promise to play an important 
part in the Southern Caiifornia orange 
industry before long. In the real es- 
tate department of The Times on Fri- 
day it was stated that the settlement 
of Fillmore, in Ventura county, would

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


THE CHINO SUGAR FACTORY. It 
was recently announced that the Chino 
sugar factory decided to raise the rate 
they are paying for sugar beets from 
$3 to $3.25. It appears that the growers 
are by no means satisfied with this ad- 
vance. According to a recent dispatch 
from San Bernardino to the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, the growers held a 
secret ‘meeting, at which they unani- 
mously resolved not to plant beets un- 
less the factory pays $4.25 per ton for 
12 per cent. beets, and without making 
any analysis. 

Last season the factory paid $3.50, 
which was reduced a short time ago to 
$3, and for each per cent. under 12, a 
further reduction of 50 cents per ton 
was made. In addition to this the fac- 
tory reserved the right to reject any 
beets under -80 per cent. purity. The 
growers claim that this gives them lit- 
tle chance, as 75 per cent. of all the 
beets grown fall below 80. According 
to the dispatch referred to in the 
Chronicle, the growers also claim that 
the analysis by the factory is often 
fraudulent. Complaints of this char- 
acter have been made in Los Angeles 
by growers of Chino and Anaheim. 

It is evident that under the present 
system of remuneration for beets a 
majority of the farmers of Chino are 
making little or nothing. According 
to the dispatch referred to, of the 310 
farmers at Chino not a dozen could 
today pay their debts. On the other 
hand. it appears to have been well es- 
tablished that, in spite of. frequent de- 
nials, the Chino factory is making 
money on a large scale. Such being the 
case, the factory people ought to make 
something of a more equal subdivision 
with the unfortunate growers, who 
have been induced to purchase land 
at Chino under representations which 
they now find they connot begin to 
short, false representa- 
tions. 


OIL STATISTICS. W. L. Watts, of 
the State of Mineralogy, is again 
in Los Angeles for a short stay. He 
is engaged in comping statistics to 
show the total production of the Los 
Angeles wells; the monthly output 
and the depth of the oil sand, 
in order to complete the valuable 
work commenced by Mr. Hawley, C. E. 
of Los Angeles. When this is finished 
it will be possible to make a cross sec- 
tion of the district, which will be of 
much value to oil prospectors and 
others. 

Mr. Watts, who is a most active 
worker, and thoroughly imbued with 
the spirit of research, been for 
the past two months investigating the 
Sespe oil district. It will probably be 
somewhere near the end of the year 
before the results of his investigations 
in Southern California are ready for 
publication. He has taken a number 
of remarkably fine photographs of the 
oil-bearing regions in Ventura county. 
Mr. Watts wil devote more study to 
the oil territory around Los Angeles 
after he gets through with his statis- 
tics, and has promised to deliver an- 
other lecture in Los Angeles in April 
next, which will doubtless be as inter- 
esting to oil men and geologists as 
was the previous lecture at the Cham- 
ber of Comemrce.
